3 DROWN IN RIVER: 
FOURTH RESCUED 


Excursion Steamer Passen- 
gers See Doek Worker Sink 
Under Load of Freight. 


LEAKY BOAT OVERTURNS. 


Three men were drowned in the Chicago 
river yesterday. 

One of them. whose name was unkrfown, 
fell off the gang plank of the steamer Mani- 
tou when he was in the act of wheeling a 
hand truck loaded with freight to the dock 
The boxes and the truck fell into the water 
on top of him. Members of the crew secured 
the truck and the greater portton of its load 
by means of grappling hooks. The drowning 
was not reported to the police. 

It was witnessed by passengers, among 
whom was Charles Connors, 3646 Bernhard 
street. 

Two men were drowned at night in the 
inner basin at the Illinois Centrai slip at the 
foot of South Water street as the result of 
an attempt to change seats while in a boat. 
A third man saved his life by holding to the. 
bottom of the upturned craft. A dog was 
also saved. Those drowned were Car! Glade, 
a frequenter of the docks, and Matthew Hil- 
lesheim, 8383 Ewing street. 


Life Savers Rescue Survivor. 

The third man in the boat when it capsized 
was Alvin Mathis, who lives at 314 South 
Loomis street. 

A crew of life savers from the station at the 
mouth of the Chicago river reached the scene 
in time to find him clinging to the boat. They 
also picked up the dog, who persisted in swim- 
ming about over the spot where the men were 
drowned. They recovered the bodies of both 
of the drowned men. 

The drowning occurred just north of Ran- 
dolph street and in view of the life saving 
station. 

Glade, who was generally known as “’ Peg,”’ 
was known to nearly every river “ rat” and 
habitué of wharves and pliers, as well as to 
sailors and boat commanders and owners. 

Hillesheim was discharged from Grace hos- 
pital three weeks ago, where he had been 
treated for a severed artery in his right arm. 


Boat Begins to Leak. 

The trio had been at the government pier 
most of the afternoon and in the evening 
they started on the return trip. Glade rowed 
the boat and when it was seen that it was 
leaking freely, Mathis volunteered to row 
while Glade baled out water wiih an old 
stew pan. ' 

in a playful spirit Glade just had thrown 
water on Hillesheim and when he passed 
Hillesheim to change seats he leaned eway 
to avoid bim. 

The three were laughing when suddenly 
the little. craft overturned and threw the 
occupants into the water. 

Hillesheim sank immeédiately, but Glade 
had nearly reached the overturned boat when 
he suddenly went down. Mathis managed 
to reach the boat and climbed on top of it, 
where the dog had crawled. The dog seeing 
Glade, its master, sink jeaped into the water 
ana swam around the spot where Giade 
drowned until rescved,

PASSED BY SENATE

‘Candidate for Congress 
Spends in Campaign. 


LORIMER CASE THE CAUSE 


Stephenson Also Scored by Reed Be- 
cause He Used $107,000 in 
Getting His Seat. 


RULE APPLIES TO THE PRIMARIES

Washington, D. C., July 17.—[Special.}— 
The most drastic campaign publicity legis- 
lation ever passed in either branch of con- 
gress was adopted by the senate late today 
practically without a dissenting vote. 

This action on the part of the senate is the 
direct result of the Lorimer scandal. The 
evidence brought to light in the inquiry into 
that case was referred to in several of the 
addresses in favor of the bill, and it was evi- 
dent the members of the upper house were 
determined to wipe out the chance of another 
such stain on the character of that body. 

The charges which have been brought 
against Senator Stephenson of Wisconsin 
also were pointed out as cause fora revising 
of the present election lawe. 

Senator Reed, in offering an amendment 
putting the total expenditure not to exceed 
10 cents each for the voters in the candidate's 
state, said: 

“ The law of Wisconsin requires candidates 
to file statements of their expenses. Yet one 
of them sits in this-body today who admitted 
having spent $107,000 to obtain votes in the 
primary election. If that is not a bar to his 
holding a seat in the senate, it ought to be.” 


Features Added to House Bill. 

The senate bill is based on the preéiection 
Publicity. bili passed by thé housé, but added 
many features. Among other things It pro- 
vides: 

No candidate for the senate or house 
shall spend in the election more than a 
sum equa! to 10 cents for each voter in 
his district or state. 

No senatorial candidate shall spend a 
total of more than $10,000 in the primary 
and general election; and no candidate 
for the house shall spend more than 
$5,000. 

Publicity must be given to all primary 
campaign contributionS and expendi- 
tures. 

All general election expenses must be 
made public before the election, begin- 
ning fifteen days before election, and 
making publication each six days until 
election. 

All promises \of political jobs must be 
made pubiic. 

The bill further makes it illegal to prom- 
ise political places in order to secure elec- 
tion support, or to aid in influencing the 
election of any member of a State legis- 
lature. 


Kenyon and Kern Most Active. 

Most of the amendments to the house bill 
were proposed by Senators Kenyon of lowa 
and Kern of Indiana. They were acting as 
a subcommitee of the committee on priv- 
ileges and elections. 

The bill will be the subject of probably 
prolonged conference between the two 
houses, It originated in the house as a part 
of the Demecratic legislative program and 
was designed to require the publication of 
expenditures before election, which 4s not 
required by the existing publicity law. 

The Republicans in the house attempted to 
extend the bill to cover primary election ex- 
penses. In the senate today the primary 
election amendments were adopted with little 
opposition. 

The senate amendments authorized by the 
committee on privileges and elections re- 
quired publicity of all primary electlor ex- 
penses and all pledges of political jobs or 
favors. Some objection to this was made on 
the basis that primary elections were not 
within the control of congress. 

The amendment was finally adopted, how- 
ever, by a vote of 3 to 7, Senators Bacon, 
Bailey, Bankhead, Johnston, Bryan, Over- 
man. and Taylor voting against it. 


Battle Over Reed Amendment. 

The hardest fight of the day was over the 
amendment proposed by Senator Reed lim- 
iting the amount a senatorial or congression- 
al candidate may spend in any election and 
prohibiting the making of all campaign 
pledges. Senator Sutnerland of Utah admit- 
ted that the house conferees might force 
éliminiation of this from the bill 

Mr. Reed, after citing the case of Stephen- 
gon, demanded that this amendment place 
the amount at 10 cents for each voter. 

Senator Borah«wsaid this would permit a 
senatorial candidate in New York to spend 
nearly $290,000 in his election. whi.e the can- 
didate in Nevada could spend only about 
$1,000. 

The Reed amendment was defeated once, 
but was renewed and adopted. At one time 
he had the limit of expense at $5,000 for a 
senate candidate and $1,500 for a house can- 
Aidate; but at the suggestion of Senator 
Owen of Oklahoma this was increased to $10,- 
000 for the senatofial candidate and $5,000 
for the house candidate. 


Root Speaks for Proposal. 
Senator Root of New York was one of the 
chief supporters of this proposal. In an ad- 
dress urging its adoption he said al! senators 
knew there had been much corruption in 


@lections throughout the country. 


“ We know it not only through the news- 
papers,” said Mr. Root, “ but through what 
has occurred right here in the senate. We 
need adequate laws against campaign cor- 
ruption, so that honest men may not have 
their rights taken away from them by cor- 


}supt men.”

Mayor Harrison again manifested a dis- 
tinct appreciation of racial and organization 
representation in the appointments he sent 
to the city council last evening. 

None of the seven members of the school 
board whose terms expired on July 1 was re- 
appointed, and the list of their successors 
was declared to show careful thought and 
study from the standpoint of nationality. 
The same was said of his selection of threes 
members of the library board, only one of 
whom was a reappointee, and of the board 
of inspectors of the bridewell, all three of 
whom were new men to the board. His 
choice for city physician was declared due to 
organized labor strength. 

Only one woman, instead of two, was ap- 
puinted on the school board, and two former 
trustees, one under a previous Harrison ad- 
ministration and the other one of the Dunne 
trustees ousted by Mayor Busse, were in- 
cluded in his appointments. 


Mrs. MacMahon Worked for Harrison. 

There was a rumor following Mrs. Mac- 
Mahon's appointment that the Teachers’ 
federation had “ put One over,"’ as she was 
really a candidate of that organization, put 
this she denied. She stated that she knew 
nothing of the history of the federation, .ts 
aims, or methods, and that her appointmen: 
was because of her personal interegt in the 
schools. 

Before her marriage she was a teacher in 
the Farren school, Fifty-first street ang Wa- 
bash avenue, which adjoing her home an?

The counci] eliminated from the bedlam of 
street noises al} the unnecessary screaming 
ef automobile sirens, the indiscrimina‘e bark- 
ing of horns, and hereafter no automobtie or 
motorcycle can be operated without a muffier 


Within the city limits. 


Ald. Charlies M. Thomson of the Twenty- 
fifth ward introduced the tWo ordinances 
which were passed in the omnibus alter seme 
dispute on the part of Ald. W. F. Ryan of the 
Thirty-fourth ward and Michael McInerney 
of the Thirtieth ward. They held that the 
erdinances should be referred to a committes 
& give the automobile dealers and manufac- 


turers a hearing. 


The ordinance relating to the regulation 
of the use of signals on automobiles, motor 
vehicles, and motorcycles provides that these

He 'said that there were 
enough unnecessary street noises in Chicago

Attacks Use of “Siren.” 
“Automobilists seem to take delight in 
frightening people out of their. senses by 
blowing their ‘‘sirens’’ and horns when it 
is not at all necessary,”’ said Ald. Thomson. 
“The ‘siren’ is not neceSsary at all. It is 
enough to havé a horn or a bell on automo- 
biles, trucks, or motorcycles. The muffier 
has almost ‘falien into disuse. especially 
among motorcycle riders. There is‘a little 
excuse for cutting jt out for a few minutes 
to see how the machinery is operating, but 
it is not all imperative.” 
Ald. Ryan then made his objection to pass- | 
ing under the suspension of the rules the 
ordinance ‘regulating the signal devices op 
the ground that the auto dealers and manu- 
facturers should be given a hearing. Ald 
McInerney objected to the muMfier ordinance 
on the ground that it was necessary to cut it 
off at times. 
Ald. Thomson said it was high time that 
the city council was doing something about 
prohibiting neediees noises. It did not be- 
come necessary to ask for a suspension of 
the rules. as the two ordinances were placed 
in the omnibus and passed with a number 
of other bills. 
Ald. John P. Stewart of the "Twentieth werd 
attempted to have passed an-ordinance pro- 
hibiting the use of dazzling headlights on 
automobiles and other motor vehicles, but 
the ordinance proved to be drawn in a de- 
fective manner, so it was referred to 9 
committee. 


Fails to Get Vice Key. 

The effort made by Ald. Ellis Geiger of the 
Twenty-first ward to force from the vice 
commission the key to its report, and thus 
expose the names of a]! who are directly or 
indirectly concerned in Chicago's vice trade, 
proved in vain.

WESTERN MARCH. GROWS. 


Shift, Barring Tast Deéade, Is 
- Smallest in. History of j 
the Country.

Washington, ‘D. C., July 17.—(Special.)— 
The cehter of the population of the, United 
States, as enumerated in the census of 1910, 
is 4% miles south o€ Unionville, Monroe 
county, Indiana.- In the last decade it movec 
westward 81 miles from a point 6 miles south- 
east of Columbus, Ind. 

This announceemnt was made today by the 
census bureau om the basis of the official 


computation of the center of the population © 


made by Charles 8. Sloane, the geographer o! 
the bureau. 

The figures of the geographer ‘show not 
only that the march of population is stil) 
westward, but that there has been accelera 
tion of that movement over the record of the 
decade between 1890 and § The center of 
population during that atthe moved west 
ward only 14 miles. The cause of the accel 
eration of the westward trend in the last dec- 
ade is the remarkable increase of population 
in the Pacific and southwestern states. 

The advance of 41 miles in the movement of 
the center in the last decade, while more than 
twice greater than the decade before, is less 
than it has been at any other census taking. 
The 14 miles it advanced in the previous dec- 
ade was the smallest movement ever reoord- 
ed. It has advanced steadily along the 39th 


degree of latitude ever since it stood in the . 


vicinity of Baltimore in 1790.

How He Determined It. 


Geographer Sloane described his method of 
determining the center of population thus: 

‘A point is first assumed as nearly as pos- 
sible to the true position of the center. 
Through this point a parallel and meridian 
are drawn. In this case the center was as- 
sumed at the intersection of the parallel of 
89 degrees with the meridian of 86 degrees, 
which lines were taken as the axes of mo- 
ments. 

“A north or south moment is the product 
of the population by its distance from the 
assumed parallel; an east or weat moment 
is the product of the population by its dis- 
tance from the assumed meridian. In the 
first case the distances were measured in 
minutes of arc; in the second case it was nec- 
essary to use miles, on account of the un- 
equal length of the degrees and minutes in 
different latitudes. 

* The population of the country was then 
grouped by square degrees, that is, by areas 
included between consecutive parallels and 
meridians, as they are convenient units with 
which to work. The population of the prin- 
cipal cities were then deducted from that of 
their square degrees and treated separately.

Washington, D. C., July 17.—[Special.}— 
The general impression here tonight is that 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley will not be discharged 
from his position as chief of the bureau of 
chemistry in the department of agriculture. 

If this is true, and there is reason to be- 
lieve it is, President Taft will decline to 
follow the advice of Attorney General Wick- 
ersham that Dr. Wiley ‘* merits condign pun- 
ishment.”’ 

In the event that the chief chemist is found 
guilty of the charges the utmost punish- 
ment is likely to be merely a warning against 
a repetition of the offense. 

Mr. Taft has sent word to Secretary Wilson 
of the department of agriculture that he 
would like to have aH the papers in the 
case, together with Dr. Wiley’s defense, by 
tomorrow. It is his purpose to go over the 
documents with Attorney General Wicker- 
sham and Secretary Wilson, and it is possible 
that he will submit the whole matter to the 
full cabinet. 

The president is of the opinion, according 
to reports, that there is no occasion for delay 
in a decision on the charges made against 
Dr. Wiley. 


Friends Predict Good Defense. 

The chief chemist’s friends say he will show 
conclusively that he had ‘the full sanction 
of Secretary Wilson for the agreement made 
with Dr. Rusby of New |York for expert 
services to be compensated at a higher rate 
than the $11 a day alldWed by law.

Directs in Testament All His 
‘Just Debts and Expenses’’ 
Are to Be Paid. 


The wil} of James Pettit, the late head of 
the Peavey Grain company, disposing of 
property, “‘ not exceeding $25,000 in value,” 


Pettit, and only s0n, William Prescott Pet- 
tit, was filed for probate yesterday. 

Mrs. Pettit attended to the filing of the will 
of her husband, who was drowned wnder mys- 
terious circumstances the morning of July 8, 
and whose death disclosed that he had in- 
volved his firm in debts amounting to about 
$1,200,000. 

Document Dated Oct. 13, 1910. 

The document was dated Oct. 13, 1010, less 
than a year ago, when Jim Pettit must have 
been conscious of the fact that he had bor- 
rowed more money on the notes of his com- 
pany than there was any likelihood of his 
paying back. 

It must have been a moment of grim and 
bitter pathoe in the life of the Chicago grain 
broker when he read over at beast one clause 
in the will, as drawn up by his counsel. It 
is not likely that Jim Pettit merely smiled, as 
was his wont in times of adversity, when he 
glanced over the following: 

“I direct that all my just debts, funeral ex- 
pened’, and expenees of administration upon 
my estate shall be paid out of my said es 
taite.’’ 

The widow is named as executrix of the 
will, the probate hearing on which will come 
up Aug. 16 before Assistant Probete Judge 
John W. Rainey. 

Mrs. Pettit is a daughter of the late D. Kent 
Prescott, inventor of the band ‘saw, and is 
said to have an independent fortune of 
$2,000,000.

Lorimer’s election. 


“There Was a ‘Jackpot’ Raised.” 

MR. HEALY~—What did he say? 

MR. BURGESS--He said Mr. Lorimer had 
not spent any of his own money for his elec- 
tion but theré was, as he called it, a “‘ jack- 
pot ’’ raised for Mr. Lorimer'’s election. He 
made the remark—this remark he made at 
the finish of the conversation: “ There was 
a jackpot raised for Mr. Lorimer’s election. 
I know what I am talking about because I 
subscribed $10.000 to it myself.”

Great Crowds Turn Out at Ed- 
inburgh to Greet George 
and Queen Mary. 


RECEIVES ANCIENT KEYS. 


Royal. Party Will Visit in Ger- 
many During Review of 
Kaiser’s Navy. 


EHDINBURGH, Scotland, July 17.—King 
George and Queen Mary arrived in the Scot- 
tish capital today and received a rousing 
welcome. The city was bright with color, 
the decorations being the most elaborate that 
the present generation of Scotchmen has 
seen. 

The way from the railway station to Holy- 
rood palace was lined with obelisks, columna, 
and Venetian masts, with magnificent tri- 
umphal arches at all vantage points. 

On the station platform the lord provost 
presented the king with the keys of the city, 
made of silver in 1628 for presentation to 
Charles I. Subsequently the procession 
was formed and their majesties traversed 
Streets hedged with cheering Scots to the 
eight century old palace, which has been re- 
juvenated in the interior in anticipation of 
the royal visit. 


Visit in Historic Castle. 

Holyrood palace has been only occasion- 
ally used as a royal residence since the time 
of James I., who, as well as his predecessors, 
resided there almost constantly. Charles Bes 
Charles Il, James Il, George IV., Queen 
Victoria, and Edward VII. all paid short 
visits to the venerable edifice. 

The name of Holyrood as abbey and pal- 
ace has been connected with Scottish his- 
tory ever since the days of Robert Bruce. 
After it had ceased to be a mondstery it be- 
came the meeting place of parliaments and 
State councils. It was the birthplace and 
burial grounds of many monarchs, and has 
witnessed scenes of great splendor, one of 
the most notable of which was the marriage 
of James IV. with Margaret Tudor, tho 
union of the representatives of the Thistle 
and the Rose, which later brought about the 
union of the two countries.

The plan of campaign is de 
signed to force contributions from alarmed 
corporations, and, occasionally, when con- 
structive legislation is safe, from corpora- 
tions which seek enabling acts of one kind 
or another. 

There could be graft in a legislature not 
organized for it, but it would be a small thing 
se compared with that which is possible 
when the machinery of the assembly is in 
the hands of eble, unscrupulous, and daring 
men whose chief object is to make their 
service profitable to themselves.

REPORTING CHOLERA. 


Some weeks ago THE TRIBUNE Suggested 


Italy. This suggestion was made because 
of an official denial that there was cholera in 
Italy. The government of that nation is 
inviting the world to visit its bicentennial 
exposition, at Rome and Turin,’ and it is 
plain that if cholera exists in any part of 
the peninsula Americans should be in- 
formed; or if it does not exist false rumors 
should be set at rest so our patronage of 
the expositions may not be affected. 

The situation, however, has now taken on 
a different complexion. Cholera is in the 
United States, though fortunately isolated, 
and it was brought from Italy.- Six deaths 
have occurred at Swinburne Island. 

Meanwhile a cable from Chiasso, Switz- 
eriand, denying exaggerated accounts pub- 
lished in London, admits over two hundred 
deaths at Palermo since the first of May, 
thirteen deaths at Leghorn, seven at Spezia, 
three at Brescia and one at Pisa. 

These are facts any American tourist 
ought to know, and the state department 
should see thatithe public has al] necessary 
information. 

Also it is to be said that the Italian av- 
thorities have not shown foresight in their 
sweeping denials. With all due sympathy 
for Italy in her misfortune(and with full ap- 
preciation of the great problem of her gov- 
ernment in establishing modern sanitary 
conditions in Sicily and the south, it would 
serve her interests better if her representa- 
tives dealt in good faith with the Amer. 
ican public. Even when there is cholera in 
Naples and Palermo, even when there is 
cholera at points along the Gulf of Genoa, 
including French ports, like Marseilles, it 
may be quite safe at Rome, in Tuscany, in 
the north.

fraud at the Old Baile,, and committed sui- 
cide by swallowing a dbadly potfon in court 
while the presiding judge was in the act of 
pronouncing sentence, 

Whitaker Wright had set out to construct 
for himself a residence unsurpassed in splen- 
dor, and at the time of his ruin had spent 
more than $5,000,000 on the place. The man 
sion is built of stone, in early English style, 
with half timbered work; and in the laying 
out of the grounds, which extend over 3,000 
acres, Wright had hills removed and lakes 
formed, according to his caprice. Among 
the features is a large hall, constructed of 
giass, under the biggest lake, where, when 
seated at dinner; one is able to see fishes 
swimming above one's head.

His bride, as already announced in these 
letters, ie the blonde Princess Zita of Bour- 
bon, daughter of the late ex-Duke of Parma 
and a niece of that Archduchess Marle Ther- 
ese, who is the stepmother of Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand and his principal sup- 
porter in his differences with the remainder 
of the imperial family on the subject of 
his wife's position at court. 

The chateau of Hetzendorf is a picturesque 
place where Charles Francis spent as a 
boy many of his summers. It was placed 
at the disposal of his widowed mother as a 
suburban home for herself and her two boys, 
It was there; too, that Archduchess Mathilde 
succumbed to the terrible injuries which 
She had received through the setting fire to 
the muslin dress which she was wearing 
in her efforts to conceal the lighted cigaret 
she was smoking from her father, old Arch- 
duke Albert, generalissimo of fhe Austrian 
army, who had entered unexpectedly the 
room in which she was chatting and smoking 
with Princess Frederica of Hanover.

the connection was made. These are sent to our 
accounting department and the tickets are sorted 


anumerically and the number totaled against each 


eubscriber for the amount to be billed, what we 
term “ loca] toll calle ’’—namely: the 5 cent cally 
—are checked om @ card to signify the amount to 
be billed. 

For a short time after the present ordinance 
went into effect, which reduced the toll rate from 
10 cents to 5 cents, we continued making # hat is 
commonly termed the ‘‘ two number ticket,’’ that 
ie to say, the ticket showed the number of the 
subscriber originating the call and the number of 
the subscriber called for.

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


THE EVERETT BATHING BEAOH. 

Chicago, July 17.—{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Your sympathy with the “ people” in the 
Everett beach matter is entirely commend- 
abie, but your articles have not adhered to 
facts, while the pictures printed, though the 
result of actual photographs, are misicading 
in the extreme. 

The Everett beach is ‘‘ not the only bathing 
beach between Twenty-eixth and Jackson 
park’’; there ia a good beach at Fiftieth 
street, back of the Chicago Beach hotel. Nor 
has the East End Neighborhood club at- 
tempted to reserve ‘‘ more than half—includ- 
ing the most desirabie portion—of the beach ” 
for the use of the members; it attempted to 
reserve but a scant third, and that not the 
most desirable portion for general use. Yor 
has there been any attempt to create *‘ class 
distinction "’ nor to bar the public from the 
free use of the lake. The public, in fact, has 
benefited all around by the club's efforts, 
since the club money has laid down board 
walks, put up benches for albquite as many 
on the “public” as on the “club” side— 
with a shelter, om the *‘ publie*’ aide, for use 
of the boys who desire to change their clothes 
on the beach, has provided a policeman and 
watchman, and has repressed the growing 
rowdyism that has rather spoiled the beach 
for conservative bathers of late. 

I and other members of my family bathed 
on the Everett beach when it waa simply 
‘“*the foot of Fifty-fourth street’’ and few 
other people did so. I write in no spirit of 
anger or bitterness. I only joined the club 
because the indicated improvements were 
needed,g@and common sense told me that 
money was needed wherewith to effect them. 
I and other members of my family bathe 
more frequently on the “ public” side than 
the other, as nearest toourhome. But, since 
the ladies of the household cannot alweys 
have a masculine escort, I was giad of the 
“ dividing fence,”’ so that I might fee] that 
they, being occasionally unaccompanied, 
were safe from such annoyances ag heif 
grown negro boys changing clothes in full 
sight. 

Let me say again that there was ne desire 


to bar out the public in amy manner, We 


cannot have too many bathing beaches in 
Chicago, and I should be the last to sahction 
any such idee as that of keeping any one— 
any decent or wel! behaved person, that le— 
from the lake. But I should ike to know, 
as a matter of personal curiosity and public 
interest, what is the legal or technica! rea- 
gon that prevents the East End Neighbor- 
hood club from reserving for club use a por- 
tion of the beach of which it has acquired the 
lease and upon which it has made costiy im- 


' provements, but permits the north shore 


bathing beaches and such organizations as 
the South Shore Country club to secure con- 
tro] of portions of the lake shore and not 
only reserve a part of the shore for club use, 
but shut the public out. 

I have read THE Trispune from childhood, 
‘and have always believed in its fair intent. 
I do not know how or where your reporter ob- 
tained his supposed knowledge, and I know 
enough of newspaper work to realize the dit- 
ficulty of securing a ‘' straight story ” when 


“assailed by conflicting statemente. But I 


think Tue TRIBUNE in the present instance 
has imitated the man who “stood up so 
straight that he leaned over backwards,” 
and I hope that it will show such misleading 
conduct unintentional by printing—of course

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REJECTS FAT JOB 
TO AID U.S. BANKS 


Controller Murray Declines 
$25,000 Post to Push Plan 
He Has Ontlined. 


MAKES GREAT SACRIFICE. 

Wants Clearing Houses of Cen- 

tral Reserve Cities to Employ 
Expert Examiners. 


BY HOLLAND. 

New York, July 16.—[Special.J—In a circu- 
lar letter which was sent recently by Law- 
rence O. Murray, controler of the currency 
at Washington, to the banking associations 
of every reserve city Is probably to be dis- 
covered the reason why Mr. Murray a month 
ago declined as attractive and remunerative 
an offer as was ever made to a public offices 
by banking interests. 

At the time the New York Clearing House 
association decided to adopt the Chicago plan 
which provides for an examination depart- 
ment and the employment of an expert as 
the chief examiner of banks which clear dl- 
réctly or indirectly through the clearing 
house, the purpose was to secure for that of- 
fice a highly competent banking authority. 
The association wanted a man who had thor- 
ough understanding of all the technical de- 


~ tails of banking and was master of what is 


called credits—in fact, a highly specialized, 
expert bank examiner. 


Murray Given High Praise. 

Controller Murray possesses all the quali- 
fications deemed necessary. He recently has 
been called, in an address delivered by one of 
the ablest bankers of the United States, the 
most successful administrator of the office 
of controller of the currency since that of- 
fice was organized. 

The Clearrng House association is under- 


“gtood to have offered Controller Murray a 
salary of $25,000 a year if 
» accept the post of chief examiner. He was 
- to be at liberty to organize his department 


he would 


and to name his subordinates. The office was 
to be a life service. 

Mr. Murray undoubtedly was, for a time, 
tempted to accept the offer, but he declined 


- {t at last. 


“Makes Great Sacrifice. 

In doing so he made, probably, the great- 
@st personal and pecuniary sacrifice ever 
made by @ public officer of the United States, 
at least when all the circumstances are con- 
sidered. For Mr. Murray is not a rich man. 
He must depend upon his salary for his sup- 
port and upon his savings for the support of 
his family. 

Mr. Murray will in all’probability find him- 
Self succeeded by a new controller of the 


_ €urrency in case the Democratic party is 


succéssful at the next presidential election. 
Therefore, there is no certainty of his future 
Public career. It may be ended in @ little 
less than two years ago. 

In the circular ‘etter issued by Controller 
Murray a few days ago he outlines a very 
comprehensive plan by which every clearing 
house association in the reserve cities may 
Provide for itself an examiner, and declares 
that the greatest force in this country today 
for safe and conservative banking is a weii 
organized clearing house association, having 
its own clearing house examiner. 

, Under the reform of the banking system 
mow contemplated the fifteen reserve cities 
‘will become, through their clearing house 
associations, practically branches of the 


; Central Reserve association, which is to be 


located at Washington. 


U. 8S. Leads in Bank Assets. 
Mr. Murray points out a fact not generally 
_ known to the people of the United States, and. 
one, too, with which a majority of our bank- 


ers are not familiar. For he says that the 


total assets of the banks of the United States 
are approximately $22,000,000,000, and that 


. this is a sum greater than the combined bank- 


ing power of Great Britain, France, and Ger- 
many. * 

From this point of view the money power 
of the world is in the United States. _ 

It is Mr. Murray's hope that he will be able 
in his term as controller of the currency to 
establish in every one of the reserve cities 
expert examination departments of each of 
the clearing house associations in those 
cities. — 

Chicago taught the lesson which hes now : 
been accepted as a good one by the central 
reserve cities, New York and St. Louis, Chi- 
cago a few years ago being the other one of 
the three central reserve cities. Minneapolis, 
Philadelphia, St. Paul, and some of the other 
reserve cities have adopted this plan. 

It was because of this ambition that Mr. 
Murray declined the offer of a life position 
with a salary of $25,000a year.

BLAMES THE ICE COMPANIES 
FOR RAISING THEIR PRICES. 


New York Police Commissioner, After 
Investigation, Reports to Mayor 
That the Supply Is Abundant. 


New York, July 17.—After an extensive in- 
vestigation by Police Commissioner cthine- 
lander Waldo, he reported today to the 
mayor that “the present high price of ice 
is largely due to the greed of the ice com- 
panies in refusing to take necessary: meas- 
ures to supply the city’s wants.” 

The commissioner Says that of 430 inde- 
pendent ice dealers interviewed 229 com- 
plained of prices charged by the larger 
wholesalers; that about July 1, when the hot 
weather set in, the largest of the New York 
companies—the Knickerbocker Ice company 
—raised the price from §2.25 to $3, and at 
one east side house more than doubled the 
price to $5 a ton. 

The advance was made, the commissioner 
finds, in face of a'plentiful supply in storage 
along the Hudson and more than 300,000 tons 
on barges in the river.

OATS LEAD IN DECLINE. 


Thrashing Returns Indicate 
Larger Yields than Expected; ° 
Rei - Product Heavy. © 4. 


Black rust and frost reports from the spring 
Wheat country were not effective in ad- 
vancing prices much in the wheat market 
yesterday, and the close showed small net 
changes. : 

July was Xe higher and the other futures 
Were only a shade better than the previous 
day. 

The continued heavy movement of winter 
wheat, with the poor shipping demand, and 
reports of much better yields than expected, 
outweighed other influences. Coarse grains 
were under pressure throughout the ses- 
sion. 

Export sales of wheat were reported at 
Kansas City, St. Louis, Baltimore, Phile- 
éelphia, and New York, but prices were still 
quite a little out of line from Chicago, while 
stocks here are accumulating rapidly. A 
good share of the eastern export business | 
reported is supposed to be of southern wheat. 
Minneapolis rallied sharply after a weak 
opening, and this was followed by a bulge 
here, which, however, failed to hold 


Frosts Reported in Canada. 
Temperatures were low in the Canadian ' 
northwest, and frosts were reported at sev- 
eral points, but most reports from Canade 
were favorable and the general estimate of . 
the crop of wheat in the western provinces 
is around 200,000,000 bu. The shadow of 
reciprocity still hangs over the market, and 
keeps the bulls from becoming enthusiastic. 
especially as crop prospects in the Canadian 
northwest gre so uniformly excellent. In this 
country the spring wheat is so fer advanced 
that biack rust reports fall flat. 

Exporters say bids aré still out of line for 
wheat from Chicago, but admit the possi- 
bility of fair sales on all recessions of im- 
portance from this level. Sales here were 
125.000 bu, however, part of which was sup- 
posed to be for export. Minneapols stocks 
decreased 190,000 bu for two days. 


Sales to Arrive Large. 


Winter wheat thrashing returns show much larger 
ylelde than expected, and this is being reflectsd 
in continued liberal sales to arrive which were 
estimated yesterday at 600,000 bu. Storage room 
here is becoming scarce ag there is not much 
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No. 2 red sold yesterday at 2%c to uc under the 
September future and about 1c under the July. 

The country is selling wheat to arrive quite 
freely and prospects are for a continued liberal 
movement for some time with storage room be- 
coming scarcer. 

Moreover new oats are beginning to be pressed 
for sale and without a broader outlet for all the 
leading cereals, indications are there will be the 
greatest dearth of storage room in Chicago in 
years. i 

At Kansas City and St. Louis cash wheat was a 
littie firmer tone, but there was no. big demand. 
Reports from both 8t. Louis and Kansas City 
Suggested a falling off in country offerings. Sales

While reports from the southwest, especially 
from southern Kansas and Oklahoma es we!) as 
from South Dakota were extremely unfavorable 
im regard to oats, advices from other sections in- 
dicated much larget vields than expected. In this 
state the oats are thrashing out much detter than 
expected, in many instances 10 to 20 bu more than 
early estimates. As a result of the improvement 
in the outlook there was heavy gelling for country 
account, several of the leading outside bu!!s dump- 
ing their lines and in several cases going short. 
The reports of better yields than expected were 
received from nearly every section where thrash- 
ing has been in progress for-any length of time.. 
and suggest that the recent government report 
mey be revised later on and a much larger total 
outturn recorded.

The 
others there include Charles W. Vail, clerk 
of the Superior court, and Robert M. Sweit- 
ser, clerk of the County court. 

It was in looking through records of the 
Circuit court clerk’s office to ascertain 
whether he has too many employés for the 
<gnount of work performed that the interest 
items were discovered. It appeared that the 
imterest referred to trust funds.

“You are probably not an accountant and 
don’t know where to find them,”” commented 
Mr. Bidwill, but after more questioning ad- 
mitted that interest on trust funds has here- 
tofore found its way to the county treasury. 


Might Have Kept Interest. 

fhe records of the last four and one-half 
years show that he has turned over $9,251.87 
in fees which he might have kept. This is 
composed of interest on trust funds and in 
tees for appearances in courts other than the 
Circuit court This gain to the county is 
distributed by years as follows:

It is the view in that office that 
the money does not belong to the county and 
therefore the county is not entitled to the 
interest. 

The subpoena money is usually retained by 
the subordinate of the office — appears in 
court.
